A Third Sireet Business Houwss Destroved-—
Lons, S530,000.

Xhortly after 4 o'clock this morning an alarm of
fire was sounded from Third and Race streets, and
on being given to the firemen the varions com-
panies were quickly on the groumd and in service.
Although thelr gervices provisd of no avall, as far as
the bullding [=elf was concerned, they sucoeoded
in raving n vast amount of valuable property in the
nelghborhood. When firs: discovered, smoke was
seen Issuing from the apper stories of a bullding
situated In the rear of No, 210 North Third streot,
Being diMcult of access, the entrance to it belng a
NAITOW pussage-way, the firemen could not readily
get at |¥'. The contents belng of an infammable
nature, the fames spread rapldly upwards and
downwards, and In a romarkably short time the
whole stroctare was wrapped In Names,

There being many valuable properties adjolning,
the firemen tarned their attention to them, and not-
withstanding that they fought the fames des-
perately, the building in front took fire, and the con-
tents being of the aame combustible character ns
that of the back structure the whole upper portion
of it was aestroyed. The lire burned stabbornly for
three hours, and as a matier of courde, immense
guantities of water were required, and (n this neces
gary flooding the contents of adjolning stores were
more of less damaged, Of the front ballding the
ihird and fourth fgoors were burned out, and the
material on the riret and fonrth Mnoors was so seriousiy
injured that 1t will bring Httie or no value, The rear
giruciure was entirely destroved and nothing re-
malns this mornlog bul a rempant of the walls,

The bullding on Third strect was ocoupled on the
first and second floors by R, N, Pratt, leathet
dealer, and on the third and fourth foors by I9,
Shoettle, paper box manufacturer. The rear boild-
mg was Ukewlse ocenpled by these porties, DMr,
P’ratt using the basement, first, sogond, and nfth
floors, and Mr. Shoettle the third and fourth floora
Thelr stock will prove & total loss. Mr. Peatt’s -
stirance 18 for $20,000, and 18 divided among the
People's Company, of Wordester, Massachusetts,
Home, of New Haven, Yonkers, of New York, and
the Spring Gariden and Relisnce of this clty. This
will cover the loss, Mr, Schoettles Insurance I8
$10,000, and will cover higloss, The bulldings be.
Jonged to Dernard Flulsemann, and are lasured,
vt not fully, in the Fire Associntion.

S0 rapldly did the flames communicate from the
rear to the frout structure, that Thowmas Blaly a
workman, who slept i the Third gtreet buliding,
wasg compelled to make his exit Ly means of the
water-spoult.

Nos. 216 and 217 Thirid strest were otcupled on the
lower tloors by Wanner, Kline & Co,, dedlers In
glasgsware. This firm sustains some loss by water, |

building belonged to John U, Wanner and 8 insuted

No, 221 was occupied by HHershey & Schwenk,
grocers. Here the Insurance Patrol rendered great
gervice, but still some loss was sustained by the
the packages resting on the floor. The 1oss 1§ cove
ercd in the Niggara and Spring Garden Companies,
The buliding was insured in the Fire Asgociation,

On the north of the bullding in which the tire
originated |8 a thoroughfiare known as Danneker's
avenue, In the rear of the burning ballding were
four dwellings, the roofs and front walls of which
were completely demollshed by the falling walls,
No, 9 was ocoupled by Caspar Prentzell ; No. 11 by
John DeBarr; No, 18 by Wililam Blaich; aml No.
15 by Samuel Kiong.

The origin of the fire 8 at present involved In
mystery, and is belng Investigated by Fire Marshal
Blackburn,

JUDGMENTS AND MORTGAGES —In 1845 the Legisla-

tare, in view of the diioulty which was enconntared
in horrowing monéey at 6 per cent. in competition
with the United States bonds—which were frée of
tax and producing a much larger (nterest—passed a
law exempting mortgages and jodgments not given
by corporations from all taxation ¢xcept that by the
State, The county of Laucaster, accordingly, in
obedience to the law, levied no tax [ast year on
udgments and morigages: the ity of Lancaster,
lowever, construcd the law as applying ouly to
murtqrugu and judgments for purchase ruane{. and
therefore insisted on taxing all other judgmentis and
mortgages. The gquestion has been brought to a
legal test before the courts of that county, and [t has
been declded that judgments and mortgages of no
kind are lable for taxatlon, whether held as security
for purchase money or by f-unlw fat second hand as
@ sale lnvesument for thelr gpare capital. This de-
cigion will be read with great interest in all parts of
the State, especially 1o tiuls elty, and will have o ton-
dt«.nﬁim induce men of means to Invest more largely
in this class of securities,

After the singing of another hymn the Rev,
0, P, Haches, alternate, In the abssnce of Rev, J, C,
Wrynn, dellverad the opening sermorn.

The reverend gentieman took as his text parts of
the Sth and "Mh verses of the second chapter of
Hebrews, beginnipg, “Thon hast put all things into
subjection under his feet,” The following 1s an
abstract of the sermon :—

destination of the race, the eventual putting ander,
I'he gecond point shown 18 the fact that this patting
under is fature, We Jdo not now find wll things put
under his feet, but we shall hereaftoer,

The curse Is on manhood, on womanhood, on na-
ture. We witnessed n few days ago the uncrowning
of a man, when a nation as by one voloe was #ib-
servient to the dethronement of a man high in
muthority, but this 18 only the shadow of the de-
thronewment of sin.  In Boston iast fr_':tr one man in
every fftecn or twenty saw the (nside of a4 dungeon.
{8 not this a procf of the depravity of man? The
prophet’s gaze s needed to show ug that all thiogs
are pot put under man, Our own disquiet feclings
will show us that

In the third place the man of God looks np and
gees the divine man Jesus crowned with glory and
honor. All thipgs are put under 1iis feet, The crown
I8 put upon His head and oo the head of all humanity
through Him. Al thinga in nature aflirm _this fact,
that o)l thiogs are put ander Him., The brate
creation were enbiec to His mastership. ‘The prince
of this would was himsell cast out by llis power.
And in modern times Sadowns and Sedan will go to
prove His sovereignty, The chassepot and the
needle-gun will only proye Iis glory,

Another thing 18 the fact that the hnman nature
of Chiist {8 raiswd, We know by experience how
low the noture of man can sink, bat we can only
know through Him how high it can be raised, He
took part In human nature. He 18 a brother (n
Jesus still,  The Godhead came down to humanlty
in order that homanity, throagh Him, might be
taken up to the Godhead, This thought 18 insisted
upon all through the 1-‘11.%19. He brings all things
near to God through His pergon.

It 18 In Jesus that all things which were originally
promised toman are fulfilied. We are no longer
outside of Christ but In Christ, Woe realize the ex-
pression which Paul used over amd over aguin, “in
Christ Jesus,” We shoald not forget what Jesas
himeell never forgot, that we are one in Him. He
enters into a divine oneness with every oue of His
children,

The (dea s carried out all through the Scriptures,
Weare sald to be buried not lke Onriat but with

Christ. The Scottish woman in the reign of one of
the KFnglish kings, when poersecuted, and asked

what she thonght of Jesus now, got hold of 1his
fden. bhe eald, “I think I see Himsufering shrough
one of his members.”

He was made in the flesh; 12 was made a little
lower than the angels, but e has now been raiseil
Mg her than any angel,  We dare not, therefore, sing
o1 want to e an angel.” We want to be sainta of
(God, The saints of Goad ghall judge the angels, The
key-note of the Onristinn gong shoald be “I waut to
be to Jesus,”

This hopeof being in Jesus i8 the only hope to
upholil us in many triala of lle, 1L takes away onr
burdeps, ralges us to His level, and makes us nope
again, Only through it can wesay, **O death, where
18 thy sting? O grave, where {8 thy victorg?”

This union is formed only by faith, 1t I8 not by
churchiy or priestly manufucture that this union can
be formed, Some gay 18 18 by baptismal regenera-
tion, by forms and ceremonies. Bat the Scripture
{8 simple and does away with all these, It 15 by
faith only.

It {8 by it only that we are raised. The Jowish
Ratbis in Cineinnatl lately enunclated this doctriae,
that men should e elevated together by means of
gelence, This cannot be, We can only be raised
through the light that is In Ohrist Jegus.

The Radical, the organ of the free thinkers, sald
recently we must geb rid of Jesus, we must get rid
of uil there religious superstitions before we cian be
hetter.

FALSE REGISTRATION.
L —

One of the ﬂ;mnrnlln Repenters Capiared-—-
A Policemnan Implonied,

Thomas Hardy had a hearing at 1 o'clock this
alfternoon before U, 8. Commissioner Blddie, on the
charge of false registration onder the act of May
81, 1570, which provides as follows :—

“See 20, And be it rurther enacted, That I at any
reglstration of veters for an election for representa-
tive or delegate in the Congress of the United
States, any person shall knowingly porsonate and
register or attempt to register in the name of any
other person, whether Hving or dead, or Helitious,

or fraudulently registered, or rrandolently
atteropt  to  register, not having a  Iawfal
right so to do; orf do any ublawfial act

o secure registration for himself or any other per-
g0m ; or by force, threat, mepace, intimidation, bri-
bery, rewand, or offer, or promise thereof, or other
nnlawfal means, prevent or hinder any person hav-
Ing a lawful right to register from dnly exercising
such right:or compel or indoce, by any of such
means, or other nnlawinl means, any oMmceer of regis-
tration to admit to reglstration any person nos legally
entitied thereto, or Interfere in any manner with
any oMcer of registration In the discharge of hLis
dutlesd, or by any such means, or other unlawinl
mesns, iInduce any ollicer of registration to violate
or refuge to compiv with hig duty, or any law regu-
lating the same ; or knowingly and willingly receive
the vote of any person not entitied to vote, or refuse
1o recelve the vote of any person entitled to vote,
or ald, counsel, progure, or wivize any such
voter, person, or oilicer to do any act herety made
acrime, or to omit any act the omission of which
I hereby made B crime, every sach person shali
pe deemed gullty of a crime, and shall be liable wo
prosecution snd punishment therefor, ns provitded in
gection 19 of this act for persons gullty of any of tha
crimes therein specified: Povided, That every re-
gistration made under the laws of any State or Ter-
rtory, for any State or other ciectlon at which said
representative or delegate In Congress: sthall be
chosen, shall be deemed to be a registration within
the meaning of this acy, notwithstanding the same
ghall also be made for the purposes of any State,
territorinl, or municipal election,™ 8

The Patent Oflice.
Special Despateh to the Evening Telegraph.
WASHINGTON, Sapt. 27,

Judge Fisher, Commissioner of Patents, is
out ln a card to-dnay, denying that he draw up
the blundering bill reorganiziog the Paten
Office. lle says it was the work of Lthe commis-
slopers appointed to revise, simplify, arrange,
and consolidate the laws of the United States,
Consicering that these commissioners were sup-
posed to be learned in law, the wonder Is how
the blunder oceurred., Judge Fisher
says: — The report of the commissioners
was referred to the Committee on Revision of
Laws, who, in theory at least, were specially
charged with preparation of a repealing clanse,
gince the whole matter of the revision and con-
solidation was with them, the Commissioner of
FPatents and Committee on Patents being
especially interested in amendments of the law
rathier than in codification of exizting statutes.
The siatement that the law abolishes the Patent
Ciffice 1s also an error. The act repeals former
acts treating of the Patent Office, but expreasly
provides for continuation of the oilice hereto-
fore cetablishied and known as the Patent Ofiice,
declaring that offlcers anidl employes of said
oftice shall continue to, be one Commissioner of
Patents, ete.

Trouble In Seyth Carolinn.

Private advices from South Carolina repre-
gent that the “Reformers,” that is the Demo-
crats, have alre.uly inaugurated asystem of in-
timidation and violence.
